THE CONFERENCE. 
THE ARCHITSCTS TRY TO AGREE. 

An adjourned conference of city and county 
officials was held at the rooms of the Board of 
Public Works yesterday afternoon to devise 
means for the settiement of the Court-House 
dificuity. In the absence of Commissioner Bur- 
dick, who acted as President of the last meet- 
ing, Mayor Colvin was called to the cbair, and 
there were present Aid. O’Brien, Cleveland, 
Reidv, Heath, Stout, Quirk, Schaffner, Warren. 
R. Stone; Commussioners Prindivilie, Wahl, and 
Thompson, of the Board of Public Works; Com- 
missioners Lonergao, Conly, Clough, Carroll, 
Holden, Schmidt, Crawford, McCaffrey, Guenther, 
and Johnson, of the County Board; Building- 
Inspector Bailey, Architects Tilley and Egan, 
County-Attorney Rountree, etc. 

In opening the proceedings, the Chairman 
stated its object to be the reception of a report 
from the architects with regard to harmonizing 
their plaus. 

Ald. Schaffner suggested that Mr. Egan should 
be heard from. 

Mr. Egan said he understood that Mr. Tilley 
had a proposition to make, and be would give 
place to that gentleman. 

MR. TILLEY 

stated that Mr. Egan and himself had met sev- 
eral times, but had been unable, so far, to agree 
upon anything definitely respecting their pres- 
ent plans. It seemed impossible for them to 
harmonize, aud he, therefore, suggested they 
both should throw aside their plans and con- 
jointly get up a new set in the same office, of 
the same styie and dimensions, entirely differ- 
ent from those now in existence, and satisfac 
tory to both architects. 

Ald. Schaffoer asked if that proposition had 
been submitted to Mr. Egan. 

Mr. Tilley replied that it had. 

Ald. Schaffner wanted to know if Mr. Egan 
accepted it. 


MR. EGAN 
said be had accepted the proposition so far as 
the position in wuich be was placed allowed him 
to do. 
portant contract for the foundations of the 
county’s side had been Jet, which contract in- 
volved a very ee and serious interest to the 
members of tne Couuty Board. He had no 
power to give away any of those interests, and 
be had therefore told Mr. Tilley that 
be was wiling to assent to the pro- 
posal, provided that the remodeling of 
the designs should be confined to the facades, 
wth a view to barmonize the exterior of the 
building, and not in any way interfere with the 
interests of the county in the execution of the 
foundation contract, and of course be subject to 
the sanction of the County Board. He had pro- 
ceeded so far io bis work that he had do power 
to consent to any proposition without the per- 
mission of bis Board. With those conditions, 
bowever, the proposition was satisfactory. 

Ald. Schaffner inquired if 

A BUILDING OF HARMONIOUS EXTERIOR 
could not be agreed upon which would not de- 
mand any material change in the foundations 
now in progress. 

Mr. said it was — possible to change 
the exterior of the building in toto, without in- 
terfering with the work proceeding on the 
foundation. As architect for the county, he 
screnuously objected to any change being made 
which would interfere with the interests of the 
county im that contract. He did not wish it said 
that be consented to a change which involved 
additional outlay in that regard. 

Ald. schaffner—That is a question for the 
authorities to cousider. 

Mr. Egan— Well, I wish to say that I cannot 
assume that responsibility. 

Ald. Schaffoer—No ove has asked yon yet; 
that is a question for the County Board to decide, 
and not architect. 

Commissioner Ciawford—You think, then, thas 
the exterior could be remodeied without any 
change iu che work that has begun ? 

Mr. Egan—That is my belief. 

Ald. Schaffner said this matter of pride on the 
part of Mr. Egau or Mr. Tilley should not for a 
moment be entertained by either the Couuty 
Board or the City Council. What those geutle- 
men liked or desired had nothing to do with the 
question. The people of the city and county 
were the parties most interested, and their wish- 
es, rather than those of the architects, should 
be coneuited. 

Mr. Egan reminded the gentleman that was 

ust the „ he assumed in informing Mr. 
iuley he co agree to nothing without the 
consent of the County Board.

WHAT EXPENSE

Mr. Egan said it would be so small as to be 
scarce worth mentionisg. He might be put to 
an expense of $1,000 in making tew drawings, 
but be wanted no more from the county than 
what he should be unavoidably obliged to spend. 
It it was possible to barmonize the exterior 
without any extra cost, he was prepared to pro- 
ceed in accordance with the propos:tion.

Id. Schaffoer said as he uoderetood the mat- 
ter the county had adopted plans and elected to 
proceed with the Court-House, independent of 
the city entirely. The wisdom and propriety of 
that action be would pot bring ioto question. 
The County Board cousisted of tifteen members. 
Eight of those could and did act. There were 
forty Aldermen representing the city, and it 
was far more difficult to harmonize 
the ideas and wishes of num- 
ber, or of twenty-one, than of eight. 
Consequently the city was not prepared to decide 
this matter as early as the county was. Now 
the county had adopted a plan independent of 
the city, notwithstanding the contract with the 
city to build conjointly and harmoniously, so 
far as the exterior of was con- 
cerned. In doing this, the county said to them, 
not by word but by act. You must follow us; 
you have no option; we have decided to go 
ahead. and you must follow and adopt our plan. 
The city then elected to proceed with their 
portion independent of the county—an act of 
very questionabie authority on the of the 
Couneil, and one which he vondemned from the 
beginning. He thought the city should have 
adopted the fair proposition of the county to 
have three architects, one elected by the 
missioners, one by the Council, and another by 
the Board of Public Works. They now saw 
the result of this independent action. The 
architects were both proud of their business 
reputation, and neither wanted to give way. 
One said. I am elected to look after the 
county's interests, and I cannot consent to this, 
that, or the other;” aud the city architect 
evinced a similar disposition. He wished to re- 
mark that the architect bad nothing whatever to 
do with the matter; what responsibility or ex- 
penses the county chose to assume was none of 
bis business. Now the City of Chicago conati- 
tuted ten-twelfths of the county. Their inter- 
ests were identical, and the matter ought to be 
stopped just where it was. The county had 
gone ahead and made a contract, and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Egan, if an entirely 
differeat plan was presented to the contractor, 
an additional outlay of $25,000 or $30,000 would 
be incurred. view of that fact he 
thought no radical change should be made, aud 
the architects should be compelied to barmonize. 
In his opinion a satisfactory building of uniform 
exterior could be erected without any deviation 
from the foundation contract already let. 

The Chairman, io answer to Ald. Coey, said 
the architects had not fully explained how they 
proposed to act together ip the future.

WHOLLY UNTRAMMELED 
by any previous action ; he desired the privilege 
of making a new plan, which might require 
entirely new foundations. Wes not that correct? 

Mr. Egan That is my idea. 

Ald. Schaffner was opposed to wasting so 
much money to gratify either of the architects. 
A plan ehould be sgreed upon which would not 
interfere with the toundation. The architects 
would, of course. be reimbursed any expense 
they might incur in preparing new plaus. 

After another statement by Mr. Egan of the 
additioual cost which would be incurred by «a 
change in the foundations being laid, 

Mr. Tilley stated that he was elected City 
Architect Aug. 9 last. On the llth of that 
month Mr. Egan’s plan was adopted by the 
County Board. He (Mr. I.) did not get his in- 
structions to commence work until Aug. 30, and 
therefore he had no votes in the matter of 
Mr. Egan’s plans. Ang. 21 he received a 
note from the County Architect inviting him to 
look over the plans, but be deferred going until 
he received his commission. When be did go 
he found the plans to a great extent matured, 
which

of either following Mr. Egan, oc of preparing s 
separate design, aud he had adopted the latter 
course. He did not think it would be using bim 
right to bind him toa ground-plan concerning 
which he had no day. All he asked was equal 
rights and privileges in the making of the plans 
with those Mr. Egan had enjoye 1. He asked 
nothing more, and wanted nothing less. He 
was willing to start anew, and leave it to the 
city whether he should receive extra pay for the 
work, or whether it should be countedin. As 
far as additional cost*was he did not

he proposed making. $5, 000, and probably not 
more than $2,000. There might be some addi- 
tional projections and receding points which 
would require a slight alteration of the outlines, 
which would not cost more than the sum men- 
tioned.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 

When the County Board wok the independent 
action referred ta, the resolutions were submit- 
ted to the Council with a notice that they would 
wait their pleasure fourteen days. The Counci 
however, did not reply to this official notice, an 
consequently they went to work, and pot one 
word was said until the county bad granted an 
$84,000 contract. He contended there was no 
need to try and harmonize now. When the 
Council had considered the two plans in exist- 
ence, and rejected one or the other, it would be 
time enov to take the action contemplated. 
However, he was willing to agree to the propo- 
siuon, provided that it did not put the county to 
any additional expense. 

Ald. Coey thought they micht talk for six 
montns and not make much progress. He was 
in favor of instructing the architects in accord- 
ance with the proposition.

THE ARCHITECTS. 
POSSIBILITIES OF AN AGREEMENT, 

The possibilities of an agreement on exterior 
plans for the new city and county building were 
temporarily dispelled yesterday morning by the 
action of the architects, Messers. Tilley and Egan. 
As stated in yesterday's Tarinune, they held a 
number of conferences on Monday which ap- 
parently were rather favorable, until towards 
evening, when, as Mr. Egan says, Mr. Tilley in- 
sisted on bis plan being adopted entire for 
the outside. the other hand, it is 
claimed that „ Egan fell back on 
his dignity and hell to bis plans, under the as- 
sumption that, having been accepted by the 
county, Mr. Tilley had no other alternative for 
the city than to follow suit. This Mr. Tilley 
stigmatized as unjust and unfair in every par- 
ticular. The gentlemen adjourned until yester- 
day morning, when it was expected that they 
would be better able to come together. But no 
conference took place, and so negotiations end- 
ed without coming to an agreement. 

There are some friends of Tilley's, and hence 
not good judges, who think 

MR. EGAN RATHER PRESUYPTUOTS 
in his action. He went to wors with over-con- 
fidence, they say, and prepared plans, which 
were presented Sacurday to the Conference Com- 
mittee, for the city portion, as though, they say, 
he (Egan) thought be bad the matter all bis 
Own way, aud that the city would be compelled 
to play second fiddle” to the County Ring, 
which it is not yet ready to do. They contrast 
the alleged forwardness of one with the modesty 
of the other. Mr. Tilley, upon being asked 
if he had any plans prepared for the county, 
said no; that be had no authority; yet 
Mr. Egan took the authority upon  him- 
self to prepare plans whic the Coun- 
ty Rin proposes that the city must 
and shall accept. There are points 
involved in this matter that are yet to be decid- 
ed, and there is no doubt that the courts will be 
appealed to. 
IN THE COURT-HOUSE SQUARE 
there was no change to note. Harms was act- 
ively at work digging for the foundation, and, 
with bis solitary pile-driver, kept sending timber 
in the direction of Hong-Kong. 
AFTER THE CONFERENCE 

meeting at the City-Hall had adjourned yester- 
day afternoon, a Imo reporter met both 
architects and had a short conversation with 
them. Mr. Egan seemed rather piqued, but 
was genial and good-natured as usual 
towards the news-gatherer. He stated 
that he did not care a continental 


how the thing went now, aod whose plans were 
adopted, but he was ready to do something 
definite, and that was what he wanted to say to 


the public. 
Mr. Tilley felt very well satisfied at what the 


meeting bad done, aud said he was ready to do 
the square thing.” He felt very sure that 
Mr. Egan would meet him half-way, and in less 
than a week they would bave prepared a plan 
and be working harmoniously together. The 
architects hold a conference at 9 o'clock this 
morning in Mr. Tilley’s office.

THE PILING. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 
Omicaco, Nov 23.—The importance of the 
subject assures me that you will give space for 
the following lines in your valuable paper, and 
perhaps some attention: How should piling be 
done, and how it is done for the Chieago Court- 
House? The object of piling is to give the su- 
perstructare a solid foundation nearly inde- 
pendent of the soil through which the piles are 
driven, and in order to do this they must be 
driven down to firm bottom, even if it requires 
two or more lengths to accomplish this. The 
weight that can be placed on s pile without 


causing settling is easily calculated, consequent- 


ly the specifications must give the mazimum 
depth to which each pile is allowed to sink for 
the last ten or twenty strokes, when the ham 
mers weight and velocity are given. Or, in 
other words, piles are driven as far as they pos- 
sibly can go without splitting. This rule seems 
to be either unknown or ignored by those hav- 
ing charge of our new county building. Piles 
of a certain specified length are driven down, 
yieldiog for the final stroke 6 to 10 
inches, when the hammer is ordin

Experiences of a Nineteenth Wife. 
Ann Els Young, who, speakivg from the 
Mormon card, is the nineteenth wife of the 
mech-married Proohet of Zion. Seer, and Reve- 
lator, Brigham Young, lectured in the Star 
Course at the Usion Park Congregational 
Church last eveniog, before an audience quite 
large in numbers and mainly oo'iceable fora 
predominance of persons who were not young, 
and who were attentive and respectful to the 
highest degres. 

The lecturer came upon the platform unintro- 
duced. She is a brunette, just past 30, with 
dark, wavy hair, worn closely around the fare- 
bead, aud has keen and piercing black eyes, and 
altogether of comely features, which wear a 
pleasing emilfe. She is pot what the world 


would call handsome, but passably good-looking. 
She wore a black dress of fine fabric, and closely 
fivted to a straight and somewhat slender figure. 
She to. oer position calmly at the pulpit stand, 
and remained there with but dlight movement of 
the body from the beginuiag to the close 
of her address. She gave her story— 
for such it was—io a plain, matter-of- 
fact manner, aed in a voice clear and 
distinct, bus devoid of any elocutionary 
efiorts, aud unaccompanied by oratorical em- 
bellishments. She introduced her subject— 
“Sy Life in Bondage "—by stating that she was 
a fugitive from that instituwon which bad been 
recognized aod saucioned by the American Con- 
ress, Her parents were born in Auburn, N. 
„ and throngh the efforts of Joseph Smith they 
embraced the Mormon faith and removed to 
Nauvoo, III., where the lecturer was born iu 
1843. Her father removed with his femily, con- 
sisting of his wife and three sons aud two 
danguters, to Sait Lake, in 1848. Her father 
bad brought another womans into the fam ly, but 
everythirg passed off pleasautly snonugh, ap 
parently. e had seen her mother im tears, 
and had vwaturaiiy inquired the cause, buat 
had not learned it. Her father seemed to 
consider polygamy as 3 religious duty. She 
said that those who, thirty years ago, bad been 
brought up as Mormors and knew po other life 
but that ioculeated by the so-called Saints, could 
a te their present condition and feelings. 
bere were hundreds of plural wives jus: as 
pure at heart as any women, but who were the 
dupes of religion, and the victims of surround- 
ings. She had believed io polygamy because 
ber parents bad tausbt her to. She was not 
born of ignorant parents; her mother had been 
a school-teacher in Ohio, and she had beeu edu- 
cated from an early age by her. She had never 
been accustomed to bard labor. At 8 years 
she was baptized sfier the Mormo: rite, aud

organization of the Sainte, where signs, grips, 
and passwords were used after the fashion of 
the Masons. 

In 1863 she married James L. Dee, whom she 
characterized as a passionate and violeat mao, 
who endanzered the lives of herself aod two 
children, aod finally caused ber to leave him. 
By the advice of Brigham Young she obtained a 
divorce in the Probate Court at Sait Lake City. 
The prophet had given her advice not to marry 
for love, bat to unite with some good brother in 
the faith. However, the only good counsel she 


the strictest economy. 
to her, and said Brigham wane! her; tat he 
bad told bim he always ved her, 
as she was free he wanted her. Her 
elderly brother also wanted ter to marry Brig- 
ham to rave bimself from being cut off from the 
church anda fat contract. The thought of be- 
coming Brigham’s wife filied her soul with hor- 
ror, aud she did not know which way to turn for 
relief. She mu-t accede to Brigham's wishes, 
because she had not suiicient couraze to brave 
the danger of rebeilin. From ber birch sue 
had been taught to look upon Brigham as next to 
God. Yet she besita:ed about becoming his wife; 
but at last succumbed. He expatiated on the 
advantages of the convection and fairly over- 
awed ber. She was warned in secret to him, 
April 7. 1867, io the Endowment Hc use, Eber 
Kimball performing the ceremony. Brigham 
charged ber not totell of the marriage, as he 
feared the Gentiles on account of bis unlawful 
practices. 

His income was $40,090 per month, she stated, 
and it was gained by a system of business trick- 
ery and fraud practiced upon the sgno:ant Mor- 
mons among whom he was all-powerfol. He 
put her to keeping house with che cheapest far- 
niture, aud the ashes and utensils of an old 
bagery. Ou ratioo-day each wife was alioneds 
candle, a bar of 8s ap. aud some small a:ticles. 
It bad been stated in the pablic prints that she 
bad a good home and $3,000 a vear besides, but 
it was not so. The prophets railed against 
tashions, ani Brigham had taken tuese women 
tu task about dress. Sbe had asked him oa 
one occasion why he wore une 
and be said it was to please

their marriage that he should have 81. 000 a year 
an pin-monev, Lut be bad not kept bis word.

She 
had learned that while be was paying his atten- 
tions to ber he was acd’essing agotner vo 
lady. During ber stay with the Suat, che went 
out with bim about baif a dozen times. On one 
occasion she attended a ball with him, and he in- 
troduced her to a ue wite, au act which mot tided 
her, and made her angry.

She was ad- 
vised, finally, to leave Brigham aud have re- 
course to the Courts. And it was while op- 
rig at the Walker House, in Salt Lake City, 
that she had begun suit for divorce and alimony. 
The Mormon Teachers,“ a secret pole in 
Brigham's interest, arraigned her before them, 
and on question ng her she told them che bad no 
faith in polygamy. Ther said she migbt become 
Brigbam's favorite wife by remeining with bim.

DEATH UNDER THE SC4LPEL.

A tooth ulcerated in the left upper jaw of Mr. 
John H. Hallock, of Plainfleid. N. J., six months 
ago.

but when, six weeks ago, acute pain in the jaw 
began to anooy him, he consulted alocal dentist. 
The latter ssid that Mr. Hallock’s jaw was dis- 
eased, and a student in the Homeopathic Medi- 
cal College at Third avenue and [I wenty-third 
atreet invited Mr. Hallock to the college. Dr 
William Tod Helmuth, the Profeesor of Surgery, 
found Mr. Hallock suffering with decrosis of the 
left superior maxiilary, or rottenness o. the left 
upper jaw, and decided that it must be removed, 

Mr. Haliecs aad his wile appeared in the Ho- 
meopathic Hospital on Satu:day, the former to 
be o erated upon by Prof. Helmuth. A pad im- 

regnated wi.h ether was applied to Mr. Hal- 
ock’s nostrils, and after a few inhbalations he 
was ursonscious, Then he was placed on the 
operating-table, the amphitheaire being occu- 
pied by attentive students. 

Prof. Helmuth bad slit Mr. Hallock'e lip left 
of the median line, drawu several intervening 
teeth, aud begun o extract the decayed jaw, 
when he observed that Mr. Hallock was dying. 

The Professor threw aside the knife that he 
had been usiog, and, aided by his assistants, 
Drs. Hill aud Thompson, endeavored to gave 
Mr. Hallock's hfe. Bat Mr. Hallock died. 

Prof. Helmuth said yesterday, A student in- 
troduced Mr. Hajlock to me ou Saturday, Nov. 
13. I perceived that a part*or the whels of bis 
left u per jaw was decayed, and should be re- 
moved. On the following Tuesiay, by apooint- 
ment, he came to my Office. He was extremely 
nervous, and bis heart beat feebiy, though nor- 
mally. His bealth, be saii, bad always beep 
good. I told him that I would operate on the 
Saturday succeediug---yesterday—at the Home 
(Patbie Hos; ital. He came to the hospital, was 
Buljected tothe inflaeuce of ether, bot more 
than tuo ounces and a quarter beipg used, and put 
unden the operating tale. Two physiciaos ad- 
sisted mo, o waiking Mr. Hatiock’s pulsations 
und the other administering toe echer. I bai 
1erted Mr. Hallock's left upper lip. and taken out 
several teeth, which almost fell out at my touch, 
whealsaw that his face was purple, the most 
promipent indi-atioa of asphyxia. We tried 
artificia) res; iration. friction, Inversion. and the 
gaivauic battery in vain. Two ounces anda quar- 
ter of ether fs & very malt quantity to edminis- 
ter, I bave otten given a patieut in the co rag 
ot an operation d ponn”, A mau or woman ad- 
dicted to the free use of alcoholic liquors incurs 
a far greater rk ia taking au aumstbetio than 
one Who is uot. A-cobol, im fact, is given to one 
who ie tu beinfluenced by an anwsthetie, that 
the influence may be easily established.

A Murder and Suicide Near Pleas- 
anton, Kan. 


The Mendota Elopement—Interview with 
the Deserted Husband. 


THE DELAWARE WHIPFING-POST, 
Philadelphia Timea, 1 


Witmineton, Del., Nov. 21.—On Saturday 
ended the first week of the Court of Oyer and 
Terminer at New Castle, aud those who have 
been judged guilty during the week were 
upon yesterday publicly lasbea and pilloried in 
the Jail-yard. A large crowd assembled in the 
Jail-yard, which, upon the days of whipping, is 
thrown open to the public. Among the number 
were several women, who seemed to have been 
impetied thither by the same motives as the meu, 
those of a morbid curiosity. There were nine 
22 and two of these — Arthur J, Holmes, a 
white man, for horse-stealing, and Nathan Denby, 
colored—hbad to stand in the pillory for one hour. 
Tbe whippiog-post is directly beneath the plat- 
form of the pitlory; to it are attached two iron 
clasps, aod in these the hands are placed and 
secured by a spring. Sheriff Lambson, a stout, 
muscu ar man, at a quarter past 12 o'clock, ap- 
peared with a cat-o’-nine-tails, Tbe deputy then 
came forward. accompanied by an’ intelligent- 
looking young colored man, pamed 
White, who bad committed the offeuse of steal- 
ing a petol. He threwof the heavy woolen 
blanket that had been thrown about his bare 
shwulders, and. stepping defiantly up to the 
post, placed his hands on the clasos and 
awaited the blows. They were twenty iu 
number, each leaving, as it fell, nine dis- 
tinct white marks, causing the flesb to quiver 
aud the victim to twist and writhe with the 
pain, but not s word his lips. His 
eyes rolled. showiug the great agony be 
suffered. Andrew unson, a white mau, 
40 years of age, bad been found guilty of 
stealing a few articles of clothing. and for this 
the Court sentenced him to twenty ! which 
toe Sheriff laid op with a heavy hau He 
painly showed in nis face the determination of 
bas will, and he bore it all witbout the twitchin 
of a muscle; fk eee ee — 
ashe walzed back to the jail wich the blood 
ready to start from the great red and purple 
welts upon his back he looked as bold and 
defiant as ever. At the name of James H. Pol- 
lard beiog pronounced. a tail, lithe figure ad- 
vanced to the post, his face muffled in the 
blanket over hie shoulders. Bat seeming to 
collect himself, he quickly threw it off. and re- 
vealed to the gapiog crowd the figure of a 
man fully 6 feet 2 inches in beight, 3 
bandsome face, and 2 as 
as those of a Hercules. en his hapas 
bad been adjusted be looked defiantly toward 
the Sheriff as much as to sav, begin. There was 
not one in the great throng of spectators, as 
they saw the snowy-white flesh bared to the raw 
wind, that would not have been glad it be had 
been speted. Bat it was not witbin the power 
of the Sheriff to do soif be bad wished. and as 
the twenty lashes were lard on, the etiline«s was 
only broken by the sound of the lash as it struck 
the flesh, and one or two exclamations of 
shame from the women. He was severely 
punished. but uttered not a word, only gave 
another look of defiance at the Sbernff, who 
stood before him with the whip in big hand, aad 
marched back to the Jail. Charles Mullen, an old 
gray- headed vegro, bad st leu a set of harness, 
and for this received twenty lashes. Charles 
Watkins. colored, was bis accomplice in the 
crime, and he also received twenty flashes, which 
split the skim in several places, aad the 
pain was 60 intense that he wrenched his 
hands from the clasps in his efforts to 
the blows. Joseph Denas,a white man, bad 
been gniltv of stealing a chicken, aud for this 
was given twenty lashes, well laid ou. John 
Connor, a colored mau who stole some cloth- 
ing, got twenty lashes. Arthur J. Holmes, a 
young white mao, who had stood iu the pillory 
one hour, found guilty of borse-stealiog, was the 
last white mao whipped, and to bim the Sheriff 
administered thirty lashes well laid on. Besides 
this be bas to urdergo twelve years“ imprison- 
ment. He is a young man, apparently not over 
19, and stood bis punishment with remarkable 
fortitude. Nathan Denby, colored, was the last 
whipped, and, as be had bees somewhat demon- 
otrative, (he Sheriff iaid the biows on with se- 
verity. He suffered intense agony, aod s most 
sunk upon his hauoches as the blows continued 
to rain upon his bare back.

COUNTY COURTS. 
THEIR POWER TO NATURALIZE AFFIRMED. 

It may be a matter of considerable interest to 
the thousands of foreign-born citizens in this 
country and to our Couaty Judges and County 
Clerks to learn that the decision of the Lilinois 
Supreme Court, whereby it was declared that the 
County Courts had no jurisdiction in matters of 
naturalization, has been overruled in the case of 
The People vs. McGowan, opinion rendered at 
the June term of the Supreme Court, 1875. 
In the case of Knox County va. 
Davis, 63 Lllinois, p. 420, January term, it 
was declared that the County Courts had no 
power to naturalize under the act of Congress, 
and in that case sixty-three foreign-born per- 
sons, who, in proceedings in the County Court, 
bad obtained paturalization-papers, were de- 
prived of the right of citizenship. The Su- 
oreme Court, in the case of The People vs. Me- 
Gowan, after a careful review of the main decis- 
ions im other States, BOW says, among other 
things : 

The case of Knox County vs, Davis, 63 II., 405, de- 
élares that the Court intended to be embraced in the 
act of Congress was one that exercised a general, al- 
though it might be acommon law jurisdiction, limited 
as to the sum or amount in controversy,and, it may 
ba, where some kinds of actions are ercluded. The 
conclusion was that the County Court in this State, as 
organized under the Constitution of 1843, did not have 
jurisdiction to admit alfens to citizenship, and the 
reason assigned is that that Court had no general com- 
mon law jurisdiction in any matters. It ie conceded 
those courts exércised a general and limited jurisdic- 
tion in the settlement of estates, and in all mat 
pertaining thereto; but that jurisdiction, it is said, 
was strictly statutory. Thecommon law jurisdiction 
in actions of debt or assumpsit was limited to certain 
persons in their official capacity, and limited also as to 
the sum or amount in controversy, and hence the con- 
clusion was reached that it had no common law juris- 


dition within the meaning of the act of Congress. 


But we are satisfied, on more mature reflection and 
a fuller examination of the reported cases, that this 
case, in so far as it held that the County Courts of this 
State, as organized undér the Constitution of 1843, had 
no jurisdiction to grant naturalization, is in conflict 
with those authorities, and that it should be overruled 
and eo modified as to conform to the construction gen- 

ven to the act of Congress upon the subject of 
naturalization, which, under the Constitution, should 
be uniform, The construction of the act should be, as 
far as practicable, uniform by the decisions in the sev- 
eral States, in order that naturalization of aliens, valid 
by the decisions of the courts of one State, may not 
be declared invalid by the courts of another State, 

It seems clear, upon authority, as well as upon con- 
struction of the Federal statute, that the courts desig- 
nated in the act of Congress, which have jurisdiction 
conferred upon them to bear and determine applica 
tions for naturalization, need not eral com- 
mon law jurisdiction overall classes of actions, but 
must be courts of record for all purposes, possessing 
powers incident to such courts, with common hw 
jarisdiction over all subjects upon which they have 
authority to adjudicate, and must exercise their pow- 
ers accordingly to the course of the common law. 

The argument of McGowan’s counsel, Messrs.

ZIMRI BOWLES’ SENTENCE. 


Judge Jim Parker’s Roman Firmress 
— Making an Example ot the Man 
Whe Stole a One-Eyed Muie—Zimri’s 
Original Bond.

Jim Parker, whose latch-string bangs out at 
the head of Blue Lizard Gulch, was duiy elected 
a Justice of the Peace for that section of El 
Paso Oounty. Last week Jim convened his 
first court to hear the complaint of Elder 
Slater, a traveling missionary, who bad caused 
the a:rest of Zimri Bowles, a resident of the 
foot-hils, upon a charge of stesling the Eider’s 
one-eyed mule.

An then there was a 
tear eplash fell upon the sentence and I changed my 
mind suddenly, as follows: Seeing as the mule had but 
one eye, an wern't mor’n half a mule at that, you can 
let Zim go at about six months, ah’ sooner H the In- 
juns shud get ugly, an’ a my if the Filer shud 
quiet down and give in any times, I will pardon Zim

The Warden informed the Constable that he

This was accomplished by Zimri 
subscribing his name to an old replevin bond 
calling for $300, fonod among the papers trans- 
mitted to the Constable by his predecessor.

apring. he gave the bond to Zimri to take back 
to the Justice. But Zimri, while on his return, 
traded the 630) bond to a mountain squatter, 
just in from Missouri, for a horse, saddle, and 
bridle, and the prisover is believed to be, at this 
time, a dashing * on the plains. 


A NATCH EZ HORROR. 


A Woman Attackedand Torn te Pieces 
by Dogs. 
Natthez Democrat. 

The people of Natchez were on Sunday mor- 
ing last shocked beyond deseription by the an- 
nouncement that Mrs. James Fagan, an estima- 
bie and iudustrious lady of this city in humbie 
life, had been, at a Quarter after 9 o'clock that 
mo:ning, attacked by three ferocious dogs, and 
BO torn and mangled that her death Was immi- 
nent. 

Mrs. Fagan was an humble, industrious, and 
bard-woking woman, wife ot Mr. James Fegan 
and mother of a family, donsistu- g of two girls 
and one buy. The family resided at the eastern 
eodof State street, next néighbors to Mr. Wilham 
Abbott. Oa Sunday morning, ber cow not hav- 
ing returned in due time, she went in the direc- 
tion of the bayou, just beyond her residence, to 
look for the cow. 

At about a quarter after 9 o'clock the barking 
of several dogs, mingled with screams, were 
heard in the neighborbood of the dba on, 
tween Mr. Gasfreil’s :esidence, on Homochitto 
street, and the late residence of Gen. Clark 
(Réutbland), in an easterly direction. In a 
few minutes a colored * name not koewn to 
us employed by Mr. H. C. Eustis, who was at- 
tracted by the barking aud screaming, 
pasted gong Hothochitto street, com- 
iog toward (town, avd crying out that 
RB woman bad been almost eaten up by 
dogs, designating at the same time tbe location, 
The boy, «ben be reached Mr, Eustis, described 
to him what be bad witnessed. He said be bad 
been attracted by the screams, and, going to the 
Bpot, fouud a lady (Mrs. F.) ina dean or gully 
of the bayou, ber bead only being out of the 
water it coutained, aud her body sabmerged, and 
th: ee dogs, which be described, ferociously bitiog 
and tearing at her; he had, on seeiog the situa- 
tiem, driven tbe dogs away for some distance, 
and then came immediately after having done 
BO ° notify Mr. Eastes and get help. 

Enetis, immediately after bearing the 
Lave barration, proceeded to the spot. There 
he found poor Mre. Fagan submerged. as we 
have Said, inthe water of the gully up to her 
peck, and ter face (all then ‘visible above the 
water) most bornbiy jacerated, the dogs bavine 
evideutiy made a most furious atiack and 
taken Out whole pieces of flesh. This was 
probably about twenty minutes after the doge 
had done their dreadful work. Wheu Mr. 
Eustis proposed to help the poor woman 
out of the water, she, sith heroic 
modesty, Gisciosed the horrible work the dogs 
bad done, saving to bim (Mr. E.) that the dogs 
bad stripped the clothing trom her person, aud 
te juesting Mr. Eustis to get asbawl or blanket 
to covet her vefors she should get out of the 
wacer. Wheat agonizing torture she must have 
endured io this assertion of her modesty 
ean ovly be tmagined when if is koown 
thet after Mr. Eustis und sent to Mr. 
M. Gastrell's bouse, tie mesrest to the scene, 
and got a blanket, and sbe bad been taken 
to Mr. Gasttell’s hotte to die, as the es quel 
proved, from ber terrible wouuds, despite every 
attention on the part of Mr. and Mrs Gasatreli 
and toe m nistra fons of some of the best t Poy 
Drs. Metcalfe ard MePheeters, it 
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the ferocious dog. 
„. which ehe Ane: bees almost en- 
c 
most every part of her body, were fuund within a 


sbort distance of the in every 


Gentlemen who afterwards went to the tene 
of tbe terrible tragedy tracked. the dogs up the 
richt bank of the bayou fora cousiderable dis- 


tance. 

The bov who first came upon the scene de- 
acribes the dogs a8 a white spotted bull dog. a 
black dog with a white neck, and a black dog 
with long hair, and we bear that Mrs. Fagao 
herself. who never lost Ccouscionspeas from the 
finding of ber to her death, concurs with the boy 
exactly in the description. 

Since writing the above we have seen Mr. 
Eustis himself; he telle ue that the boy left his 
residence at about half-past 8 o'clock, to take 
some cows over to Gen. Clark’s Routhlaud 

ace; that on the war be heard the dogs. and 
— in that direction, saw Mre. Fagan's 
hand being pulled to and hither by them; that 
the boy then came to him (giving the alarm 
along the way), and told mm, Mr. Kus- 
tis, that „the dogs were wating a woman 
up.” Mr. Eustis hastened to the place 
indicated, and there found Mrs. Fagan very 
much in the condiiiou above deseribed. Mr. 
Eustis corrobora es substantially the account 
already given of ber modest refusal to be taken 
from the water until a covering was obtained for 
her person. 

Her own statement, Mr. Eustis tells us, is that 
she found the dove (desc: ibing them as we have 
stated) furiously attarzing her cow, which had 
not been kept up for two days, and she attempt- 
ed to keep the dogs off the cow, whea they set 
upon her, and the rest of the sad atory is already 
told.

The Chief of the Ordmance Bureau includes 
in his annual report a complaint which will 
be generally regarded as just and reasonable 
and worthy of attention. It is that the 
appropriations granted by Congress for arm- 
ing and equipping the militia are to-day no 
larger than in 1808, when the population was 
but 8,000, 000; and that the appropriations 
made each year for tests, experiments, im- 
provements, and inventions in heavy ordnance 
are someagre and beggarly that America is at a 
standstill in this important item of defense, 
while the nations of Europe are expending 
money without stint in devising monstrous 
cannon and new projectiles. These utensils 
may not be required for actual service, but 
they are handy to have around, and Gen. 
Benet takes occasion to call attention to 
the possibility that smooth-bore popguns 
may have to be pitted against rifled colum- 
biads on very short notice. 


Tom Scorr’s Southwestern Pacific Subsidy 
Convention assembled at St. Louis yesterday, 
and for a day or two will endeavor to com- 
pete for public interest with the other 
‘“* crooked ” sensation of the day in that city. 
The Pennsylvania schemer has succeeded in 
getting together from various States a large 
number of persons who, for divers reasons, 
desire that the arid wastes of Arizona shall be 
spanned with a transcontinental railway track 
costing a few hundred millions, and that the 
United States Treasury shall undertake the 
expense of the project. The crowd has been 
bronght into Convention, but there is a 
prospect that sectional jealousy will rear its 
hateful head and mar the harmony of the 
proceedings; that the delegates from the ex- 
treme South and Southwest will clamor 
for the eastern terminus of the road, 
and resist the maneuvres of the 
more northern aspirants. If not too 
late, a suggestion may be valuable, It is 
that the warring interests be pacified and 
satisfied by building, at Government expense, 
broad-gauge, double-track, steel-rail lines, 
with all necessary switches, turnouts, roll- 
ing-stock, etc., connecting the main line with 
each of the cities and towns which claim to 
offer terminal advantages absolutely unsur- 
passed. In this way all jealousies can be re- 
moved and everybody made happy. The 
extra cost of a few hundred millions need 
not stand in the way of so felicitous a settle- 
ment of the difficulty ; it all comes out of the 
Government, anyhow. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 
The death of Vice-President WILsox has 
led to a good deal of speculation concerning 
the line of succession to the Presidency in 
case President Grant should die before the 
expiration of his term; and the Chicago 
Times, with its usual inaccuracy, has told the 
public that the Constitution provides that the 
House of Representatives shall elect a suc- 
cessor. This is sheer and inexcusable igno- 
rance. The Constitution simply prescribes 
(Art. II., 6,) that, in case of vacancy in the 
offices of both President and Vice-President, 
“the Congress may bylaw .... pro- 
vide what officer shall then act as President.” 
Congress has provided by law (Revised Stat- 
utes, Chap. I., Sec. 146,) as follows: 

In case of removal, death, resignation, or inability 
of both the President and Vice-President of the United 
States, the President of the Senate, or, if there is 
none, then the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, for the time being, sball act as President until 
the disability is removed or a President elected, 

The United States law further provides 
that when both offices shall be vacant the 
Secretary of State shall notify the Executives 
of the various States, and specify that 
electors shall be chosen within thirty-four 
days before the first Wednesday in December 
next succeeding when two months intervene 
between the vacancy and that date, and of 
the December of the following year when 
two months do not intervene, unless the 
Presidential term expires on the 3d of 
March following the vacancy. Thus it will 
be seen that the temporary occupant 
of the Chief Magistracy could not hold the 
place beyond one year in any event. It has 
always been thought that a question will arise, 
if a special Presidential election shall ever 
be called, whether the person chosen at such 
election would be entitled to serve four years 
or merely the unexpired term of the vacancy, 
as the law seems to be somewhat vague in its 
terms in this regard. 

It is the eustom of the Senate to elect a 
President pro tem. at the beginning of each 
Congress, and this officer serves throughout 
the session. At the special session of the 
Senate last spring, Senator Ferry, of Michi- 
gan, was chosen to that position, and in case 
of President Grant’s death he would succeed 
to the Presidency. If Senator Ferry should 
die before Congress meets there would be no 
Speaker of the House to take the seat, and 
the Senate would have the right to elect an- 
other President pro tem., who would then be- 
come President. The Speaker of the House 
would become President if both Gen. 
Grant and Mr. Ferry should die after a 
Speaker is elected. But there is still another 
circumstance that might cut some figure 
in the case. Though it is the custom to con- 
tinue the President of the Senate in office 
throughout the term of Congress in which he 
is elected, the Senate is a permanent body 
and may elect its officers whenever it chooses. 
All it needs to do is to pass a resolution that 
it will proceed on a certain day to electa 
Secretary, or a President pro tem., or other 
officer of itsown. This isthe way it has of 


dismissing its officers. There is, therefore, 
ing to prevent the Senate from electing 


another President pro tem. when it convenes 
next month, if it sees fit to do so. If such 
action is taken, the person Mr. 
Ferny in that position would become Presi- 
dent upon Gen. Grant's death during his 
term and until a successor should be chosen 
by the people in the manner and form pre- 
scribed by law. The contingency is probably 
and hopefully a remote one. 


The resolution passed by the Council on 
Monday evening, requiring the horse-railroad 
companies to provide a conductor as well as 
driver for each car after Jan. 1 next, is en- 


drei reasonsble, and should be met prompt. 


ly by the acquiescence of the horse-railroads. 


The sentiment of the public in this matter is 
undisputed, and the fact that the West Side 
Company provides conductors, runs its cars 
at considerably less fare, and still pays fair 
dividends, is sufficient evidence that the 
South Side Company cin well afford to sup- 
ply conductors when they charge higher 
fares. The date is fixed ahead, so that there 
will be no hardship in complying with the 


‘ordinance. Already nearly all, if not all, the 


cars on Wabash avenue are run with con- 
ductors, and the Company has added plat- 
forms to many of their one-horse cars, thus 
showing that it is not necessary for them to 
sacrifice any of their property. It is to be 
hoped that the Council will not be persuaded 
to revoke this determination. 


THE LAKE-FRONT AGAIN. 

The discussion in the Common Council at 
the Monday evening’s meeting only tends to 
confirm the suspicion that has already taken 
a strong hold upon the community that there 
is a ring of Aldermen who are determined 
that the Lake-Front property shall not be sold 
to the railroads unless the latter submit to 
the blackmail this corrupt ring desires to levy 
upon them. Instead of adopting a resolution 
in plain terms authorizing the Comptroller to 
sell, and offering to give a quit-claim deed 
upon the payment of $800,000, the Comptrol- 
ler was simply directed to confer with the 
Illinois Central Railroad to ascertain whether 
that Company is willing to pay that amount. 
We presume that if the Comptroller reports 
that the Illinois Central Company is willing to 
pay $800,000, then the officials of the road 
will be privately informed that they can have 
the property at that figure if they will also 
make up a purse forthe ring. We can see 
no other purpose than this, because the mat- 
ter could have been disposed of then and 
there by the passage of such a resolution as 
we have suggested; if the Railroad Company 
were willing to pay the amount agreed upon, 
the money would have been paid into the 
City Treasury and the quit-claim given, and 
that would have been an end of it. 

As the case stands now, an intimation to 
the Comptroller of a willingness to pay $800,- 
000 will be reported to the Council, and give 
it further opportunity for delay. There will 
then be another discussion about “‘ riparian 
rights” and another postponement, whieh 
will be a notice to the railroad that it must 
**come down” or the offer will not be ac- 
cepted. As to this question of riparian rights, 
it is folly to suppose that the railroads will 
relinquish them, and have somebody else in 
the future building upon the east side of 
them and hemming them in. They are not 
going to pay $800,000 for so poor a privilege 
as this. They have already acquired the 
riparian rights under their former purchase, 
and the city cannot sell to any other parties 
unless the railroads release the rights acquired 
under that purchase, which they are not like- 
ly todo. The only purpose, therefore, which 
this discussion can subserve is to furnish an 
excuse for delay and Aldermanic threats that 
the property will not be sold. 

There seems to be but one of two courses 
for the Illinois Central Railroad to follow. 
either to decline to make the Comptroller an 
offer until the Council passes a definite reso- 
lution to sell, or to express the willingness to 
pay the $800,000, and then perhaps proceed 
to bribe the Aldermen to let them have the 
property at this figure. It is probable that 
the Railroad Company will adopt the former 
policy, but it wouldn’t be a bad idea for the 
Company to submit to the blackmail for the 
purpose of exposing it. Somebody might do 
this, and we don't know that there will ever 
be a better opportunity than the present. 
If there is any way to fix this blackmail 
business upon what may be called the pro- 
fessional Aldermen”—that is, those who go 
into the Council to make their living, and 
have no other business or visible means of 
support—they might be punished and the 
public rid of their depredations for a time at 
least. If the Railroad Company will not do 
this, it may have to wait until public opinion 
forces the Aldermen to do their duty and 
carry out the unanimous desire of the tax- 
payers. 


THE CONVICTION OF M’DONALD. 

The St. Louis people, as well as the Gov- 
ernment officials who Have conducted the 
prosecution of McDonaup, are entitled to 
credit for his conviction. It is a victory of 
honesty over corruption, and while it is a 
special triumph for Secretary Bristow and 
his policy, the jury was a St. Louis jury, un- 
doubtedly subjected to many influences in 
favor of the accused, and its verdict convict- 
ing McDonatpon all of the counts is a matter 
of which St. Louis as a community may be 
justly proud. We hope that all the other 
cities in which there are whisky frauds to 
prosecute will be able to furnish juries of 
equal purity. There is little doubt that Mo- 
Donatp was the head-devil of the St. Louis 
Ring. His jurisdiction as Supervisor extend- 
ed over several States, and his position was 
one of great influence. He was in a position 
either to tolerate frauds and take the lion's 
share of the plunder, or to render them im- 
possible. The evidence against him was so 
straightforward, complete, and irresistible 
that his counsel did not attempt to break the 
chain, but sought only to damage the credi- 
bility of the witnesses on account of their 
confessed connection with the Ring. But 
these witnesses were too numerous, and there 
was too much external evidence that they told 
the truth, to admit of this plan, and the de- 
defense failed utterly. 

McDonaup’s previous life precludes the ex- 
tenuation urged by some of his apologists 
that he was used by Joycz, who was the sug- 
gestive Murr of the Ring operations. It 
is more probable that McDonatp was the 
brains of the combination. He had pre- 
viously been connected with rings, though 
of a somewhat different nature. He 
was the organizer and leader of a ring 
of steamboat-runners at St. Louis, who 
blackmailed the steamboat-owners until the 
latter combined and broke them up. He was 
in the livery-stable business when the War 
broke out, and began at once to get Govern- 
ment contracts. He afterwards raised a com- 
pany, and subsequently became commander 
of a regiment, which is said to have been one 
of the roughest in the service. He became 
involved with some of the officers, however, 
and resigned. He then managed some Gov- 
ernment stores in Memphis, afterwards en- 
gaged in business for himself (running a 
steamboat part of the time), and was gener- 
ally regarded as a bold and reckless man. He 
‘was appointed Supervisor in 1869, and held 


that position till the exposures made by Sec- . 


retary Bristow. 

MoDowaw’s conviction on all the counts in 
the indictment requires the sentence to be at 
least for four years in the Penitentiary and 
permits his imprisonment for twenty-four 
years. The final determination of the period 
is left to the discretion of the Court. Judge 
‘Tezat’s refusal to pass the sentence until all 
the other cases have been tried is wise on 
many aecounts, After hearing all the eases 


: 


the Judge will have a very clear idea in his 
own mind of the relative responsibility of 
those who are convicted, andywill be able to 
mete out justice on a fair and equitable basis. 
By suspending the sentence, McDowaty will 
also have time to reflect over the situation, 
and add his knowledge to the public in- 
formation to assist in the complete disruption 
of the Ring and the tof all who 
have been implicated. Jorce demanded sen- 
tence upon his conviction at Jefferson City 
because it was a comparatively light case, 
and if he had been taken to St. Louis he 
would have suffered more severely. But as 
McDowaxtp has been convicted on all the 
charges against him he has nothing more to 
fear, and the only way in which he can now 
serve either himself or the public will be to 
make a clean breast of all his connections in 
defrauding the Government, for the future 
use of the revenue service, as well as to in- 
sure the equal punishment of all who were 
guilty. — 
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MOODY AND SANKEY. 

Brother Moopy and his tuneful companion 
Sanxey, having successfully assaulted the 
strongholds of sin in Brooklyn, having in- 
fused good men with more of goodness and 
purged bad men of some at least of their bad- 
ness, having brought hardened sinners to 
their knees, and having preached, prayed, 
and sang to great multitudes with undoubted 
good results, have now moved upon the next 
most wicked city, Philadelphia. This step 
has been well taken. Brother Moopr evi- 
dently knows where he is needed most. 
Philadelphia is an awfully wicked city. It is 
filled with degenerate sons of pious Quakers. 
It has some of the worst and most corrupt 
political rings in existence. Sinners literally 
swarm there, and so do sharpers of all kinds. 
Most alarming of all, it will have next year 
a great Centennial Exposition, to which 
the world is expected to contribute. This 
Exposition will open up innumerable av- 
enues for corruption, frand, ing, and 
swindling, and the whole country fears there 
may be wicked men enough in that ungodly 
city to improve their opportunities and des- 
ecrate the nation’s centennial anniversary by 
shaving and bleeding the multitudes of peo- 
ple who may congregate there next July. 
Messrs. Moopy and Sanxey have done well, 
therefore, to go there, and they ought to stay 
there a long time. The whole moral consti- 
tution of Philadelphia needs bracing up to 
strengthen it against the trials and tempta- 
tions which must make their advent 
simultaneously with the erection of the 
national altar and the centennial scream of 
the national bird. Its politicians need puri- 
fying. Its sharpers must be stopped in their 
shameless careers. Its good men, if it have 
any, must be stirred up to more active effort 
in the cause of morality and religion. It 


needs to be vigorously shaken up from centre 


to circumference, and as Moopy and Sanxey 
are the men who can do it, the whole country 
will rejoice that they have already com- 
menced to storm its strongholds of sin. We 
trust they will not be content with merely 
capturing that wicked city, but that they will 
continue the work of subjugation within its 
walls until all the wicked people surrender 
and are clothed with grace, mercy, and peace. 
We hope they will keep agitating and shaking 
until every corrupt politician, and swindling 
sharper, and miserable sinner, and every one 
connected with the Centennial, gets down 
upon bis knees and shows fruits meet for re- 
pentance. 

We understand that the Evangelists next 
propose to march upon New York City. This 
is well also. Their work in Philadelphia will 
put them in admirable practice, and strength- 
en their gifts of prayer, and praise, and 
song. They will need muscular Christianity, 
moral courage, and even religious audacity, 
to assail the dens, and slums, and the black 
legions of sin which swarm above ground 
and under ground, as well as the gorgeous 
and gilded palaces of sin which entice the 
stranger under the pretenses of pleasure. 
New York, if possible, is more wicked than 
Philadelphia. Her newspapers, courts, City 
and County Governments, Stock Exchange, 
and Chamber of Commerce are filled with the 
worst kind of sinners. Vice openly flaunts 
her banners all along Fifth avenue and Broad- 
way, as well as the Five Points and the 
alleys and byways. A great work awaits the 
two Evangelists in the Metropolis. Mean- 
while, there are many good souls in Chicago 
who are grieving because Moopy and Sanxer 
postpone coming here so long. Let them not 
grieve. Brother Moopr knows what he is 
about, and he knows Chicago so well as to be 
assured that we do not need him, so 
long at least as other places need him 
more. Philadelphia, New York, Boston, 
Baltimore, Cincinnati, Milwaukee, Louis- 
ville, and St. Louis, which is festered with 
the leprosy of sin, all need him far more 
than Chicago. He knows the stock of piety 
here is sufficient to keep the city from retro- 
grading until he comes. The spots that most 
need purifying are the City-Hall and County 
Board, und the Times and Staats- Zeitung 
offices, and these are small works compared 
with the great black clouds of sin and vice 
that hang over such cities as Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, and New Yorkin the East, and 
Cincinnati, Louisville and St. Louis in the 
West. Brothers WITTE and Buss and 
Jacons are competent to deal with Chicago 
sinners, and they are already doing good 
work. We can wait for Moopy and Sanxzy 
until their own good time. 


THE STOLEN STAMP BOOKS. 

The statement of the loss of the six stamp 
books from the Internal Revenue office in 
this city, printed in Taz Trrsunez of yester- 
day, fully confirms what Tax Tarom has 
heretofore said of the looseness with which 
the affairs of that office were conducted un- 
der a previous administration. These stamps, 
although small in individual value, are nev- 
ertheless of the utmost importance as being 
the only means of knowing whether the rec- 
tifier’s outgo of whisky corresponds with the 
income that has paid the tax. They are is- 
sued in books to the Collector, and by the 
latter to the Gaugers for use at rectifying 
houses, the Collector being supposed to keep 
a careful account of all the books and stamps 
issued to and from his office. In the Chi- 
cago office this account of stamps issued was

When some 
time since Taz Trrseune criticised and con- 
demned the loose manner in which the Col- 
lector’s office was administered, the friends of 
Mr. Wapswortu and Mr. Hoyt felt hard and 
complained of unjust treatment of these gen- 
tlemen. Tue Trisvuwz did not then, and 
does not now, believe or intimate that either 
of these gentlemen had acted in a dishonest 
manner, that they had been personally en- 
gaged in any “ irregularities,” or that corrup- 
tions had been practiced with their direct 


simply intimated that the business of the 
office was being conducted in a loose manner, 
and now the facts more than show that Tue 
Tarpune was correct. Six books of stamps were 
stolen by the Ring, and by their use the Gov- 
ernment was defrauded of $135,000, which 
has gone into the Ring’s pockets. 

It is, however, to be understood, that the 
time of the loss of the stamps cannot be 
exactly fixed, because of the loose method 
of keeping the accounts between the Col- 
lector’s office and the Gauger. The lot of 
stamps out of which the six books were lost 
are believed to have been sent from Wash- 
ington during Collector Irvin's administra- 
tion, and they may have gotten out 
of the office under Mr. Invi, or un- 
der Mr. Horr as ad interim Collector, 
or under Mr. Wadsworth. The facts 
show the culpable neglect of official duty. 
They show that the Collector and his chief 
clerk were keeping books and managing 
office affairs in a manner that would be termed 
slack and improvident by a business communi- 
ty if they conducted their private business in 
the same way. While these missing books 
should be traced up and the guilty parties be 
punished, the mere fact that the Grand Jury 
have exculpated Messrs. Wapsworts and 
Hoyt from any criminal complicity in the 
affair should not shield them from reprehen- 
sion for their neglect of official duty, since if 
they had exercised the same precautions and 
watchfulness that they would apply to their 
own private business, they would have saved 
the Government the sum of money that has 
been lost. 


OUR COAL-OIL. 

One of the greatest of our national indus- 
tries is the production of petroleum, crude 
and refined. We have already exported 
$300,000,000 worth of it, according to Prof. 
Owen’s figures in the October number of Fra- 
ser’s Magazine, and the taxes levied on it dur- 
ing the War yielded the Government $10,- 
000,000, 

The greasy stuff lards the lean earth in 
many lands. It is found in small quantities 
in England. It has made some sandy barrens 
in Austria far more valuable than the finest 
farming land. Hindostan yields nearly 
1,000,000 barrels of it every year. China 
contains deposits of it, but imports vast 
quantities from the United States. British 
capital is boring oil-wells in Japan and New 
Zealand. In the New World it is found in 
Peru and Ecuador, Nova Scotia and 
Canada, and it abounds in the 
United States. It was first obtained 
from surface-wells in the frosty Caucasus,” 
which thus belies its name by yielding the 
raw material of fire, light, and heat. In the 
future, Russia will probably rival us in the 
production of petroleum, as she does now in 
that of grain. 

The precious material was a sore grievance 
to its first discoverers in this country. It 
oozed into their salt-wells and spoiled the 
salt. Many such wells, abandoned on this 
account, have since been reopened for the 
sake of the oil. The first mention of petro- 
leum in Pennsylvania, according to the report 
of the geological survey of that State, was in 
a letter of the commandant at Fort Du 
Quesne, the intended goal of Brappock’s 
fatal march and the site of Pittsburg, to the 
Marquis pz Montcaim,in 1750. In that year, 
the commandant saw the Seneca Indians per- 
form some rites at what is now Oil Creek, where 
they made a fire from the oil which had 
oozed out of the ground. Just a century 
from that time, the first refinery was erected 
in Pennsylvania by Sanum. Kien. The early 
settlers found on the shore of the Alleghany 
River, pear Pittsburg, a broad ledge of sand- 
stone, across which a film of oil sluggishly 
poured down into the water. Jon speaks of 
a rock that *‘ poured out rivers of oil.” This 
one was called Slippery Rock,” and has 


given its name to one of the richest districts |. 


in the great interior basin where oil-wells 
abound. 

In 1858, two New Yorkers leased 100 acres 
of land, containing a natural oil-spring, in 
Venango County, Pa., and began boring for 
oil. Aug. 28, 1859, their drill struck 
the stratum now known as “ oil-sand 
rock” at a depth of 71 feet below the 
surface, and the pump brought twenty-five 
barrels of petroleum per day to the upper air. 
The well was sunk to the second stratum (200 
feet) and yielded more. In February, 1861, 
the third stratum was reached, when the oil 
rose spontaneously to the surface and over- 
flowed. Soon afterwards another well, 400 
feet deep, poured forth a flood of petroleum 
that filled 3,500 barrels aday. Then came 
the mad rush of speculation. Farmers who 
had painfully extracted a scanty subsistence 
from a sterile soil saw themselves enriched in 
an instant. They woke up and found them- 
selves wealthy. A fourth stratum of oil-sand 
rock was found. Hundreds of wells went 
down. A forest of derricks studded the 
country. The business was enormously prof- 
itable at first and is now very remunerative, 
although crude oil, which rose from 10 cents 
a barrel in 1861 to $14 in 1864, now sells for 
only about $1.17. But science has already 
multiplied many-fold the uses of petroleum, 
and is still constantly inventing new ones. 

For a long while the origin of. the oil was 
one of Nature’s secrets. Theories of various 
degrees of probability were advanced. One 
sagacious person declared that a vast school 
of whales had been caught in shallow water, 
in o times; that earth had gradu- 
ally formed sbove them; and that the dig- 
gers had found the oil that had lain within 
these carcasses! A more reasonable theory 
was that the oil was contained in coal, and 
that the pressure of superincumbent earth 
and rock had squeezed it out of the coal. 
covery of impervious belts of roc 
ten and oil put an end to this idea. 
Petroleum is the product of sea-weeds,—‘* the 
tat weed that rots itself at ease on Lethe’s 
wharf,” as Saaxspzanz has it. The great oil- 
field is triangular, with the Alleghanies as its 
base and Pittsburg for itsapex. This was 


cozening tempter and to put a power into 
the hands of maddened denizens of breadless 
hovels to spread the flames of destruction 
through the palaces of Kings.” The last 
allusion is more intelligible when we remem- 
ber that the petroleum of Pennsylvania 
burned the palaces of Paris. 

The shipments of “cut meats” from this 
city on Saturday last were reported on Mon- 
day to be 3,512,598 pounds. Some idea of 
the enormous extent of this aggregate may 
be gained by figuring out that it made no 
less than 176 car-loads, and, at 100 per 
pound, was worth $351,260. And this total 
would be much larger if the shipments of 
varreled pork, lard, and beef products were 
included. Yet our packers say that the sea- 
son is a very quiet one, thus far. It is quiet 
for Chicago; but such a business would con- 
stitute the height of activity for St. Louis or 
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The rule that corporations have no souls 
has found one notable exception. The ques- 
tion was recently presented to the Boston & 
Providence Railroad Company whether they 
should reduce their employes’ wages or re- 
duce their dividend from 10 to 8 per cent. 
They chose the latter alternative, which 
shows that there is a good deal of humanity 
and generosity in this Company. Their re- 
ward will come in the gratitude and increased 
fidelity of their employes. They will lose 
nothing by sympathy with them. 
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The banquet recently held at the Hotel du 
Louvre, in Paris, under the auspices of the 
Franco-American Union, is the first positive in- 
dication we have had of vitality in the orgamiza- 
tion. The main purpose of the Union, it will be 
remembered, is to commemorate and 
the traditional friendship of France aod Ameri- 
ca. Doubtless the object isa difficult one to 
compass; for if Republics are ungrateful to in- 
dividuals they are not less 80 to each other. 
There is, however, some probability that the 
statue which the Union proposes to erect in New 
York harbor will have its local habitation and 
name before the Centennial year has 
passed. All the speeches at the banquet were 
marked by the bigbest enthusiasm. and that of 
Minister WasSHBURNE was particularly happy. 
Whatever may be said of the sarcastic allusions 
to TwEED in connection with the mention of the 
proposed statue to Liberty, there can be no doubt 
that the actual building of such a monument to 
an old and beautiful friendship of vations will 
awaken the heartiest sympatnies and good feel- 
ing of both nations. There should be nothing 
in the revival of such a friendship to ex- 
cite the prejudices or the passions of other 
nations; and it is surprising that evidences 
of distrust and jealousy should be given by an 
Englishman. Such is the fact. The corre- 
spondent of the London Times, who farnishes a 
very full report of the proceedings. refers with 
ill-counceaied spite to the florid rhetoric of M. 
LaBovLayz, and recites various acts of the 
French toward America during the War of Se- 
cession, and of the Americans toward France 
during the war with Germany. He intended in 
this manner to cast a slur upon the proposed 
monument of reconciliation. Thereis no reason 
why he should succeed in doing so. It is merely 
a traism that France and America have not been 
beld in close alliance from the War of the Revo- 
lution to the present day; and the fact does not 
nullify, but on the contrary assists, the present 
endeavors towards a more perfect understand- 
ing. 


Ever since the recent election, the Democratic 
managers in New York have been engaged in 
explaining how it happened.

GOSSIP FROM ST. LOUIS. 
HOW M'’KEE DAMAGED MAGUIRE. 

Cincinnati Gazette, 

Sr. Lovis, Nov. 22.— The high social standing 
of at least two of the men implicated—McKee 
and Maguire—both old residents, and each in 
the past vigorous preachers of honesty, adds to 
the sensation experienced locally, especially 
since those men have assumed the bold stand 
of injured innocence and denied under oath all 
complicity in the great scheme of plunder. 
When upon the stand, Maguire appeared 
to rather better advantage than McKee, the 
latter’s face twitching painfully during his 
examination on Saturday, and his testimony 
évincing one remarkably weak point. This slip 
bas not vet been commented upon in the news- 
papers, and as ite nature may be shown in a dis- 
it may be given here. 
Said McKee in one portion of his testimony : 

vas on Maguire’s bond, and, having heard 
that Fitzroy was intending to plead guilty, I 
went to Maguire and told him that if be had 
been doing anything wrong he had better see 
Fitzroy, as I might get into tronble. So, at Ma- 
quire’s invilation, I went with him to Fitzroy’s 
house.”’ 

Ot course in this McKee did not implicate 


himself, but upon Maguire, his associate, the 


statement bears heavily. it was the one terri- 
ble slip of the testimony, and itis telling. It 
will be beard of in coming trials. 

HUMORS OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

Chapters might be written of the humors of 
the campaign here against the whisky thieves. 
In the coart-room and outside something is 
stantly taking place which gives drollery toa 
very serious business. 

I ran crooked,” said a witness on the stand, 
aliuding to bis manufacture of illicit whisky. 
The audience saw fit to take the exprerssion as 
the catural one explaining the action on his legs 
of aman with aievenue ollicer after him, and 
there was a roar. 

The badge of the whisky men is a fanny 
thing. Those least deeply io the toils are dis- 
posed to be facetious over their troubles, and 
stand on the street corners chafling and chaitiog 
with their acquaintances freely. Some of these 
men wear for the top vest button in gold. In 
conversation, as a matter of course, some allu- 
sion is made tothe connection of the wearer 
with the nig, which he admits laughingly, ard 
at the same time cails attention to the gold bat- 
ton, asserting that it is a badge woru by all 
the Whisky King. The other party to the con- 
versation naturally stoops to examine the 


badge.“ when from the eyelet a stream of 


Water squirte suddenly in his face. The back of 
the button is attached to à tube connecting with 
a rubber bulb, full of water, in the pocket. 
Singular recreation, this, for men under indict- 
ment for grave crimes. 

CURIOUS FEATURES. 

A remarkable feature of the situation is the 
relations existing between some of the withesses 
and the men they have testified against. Fitz- 
roy, for iostence, is tne man who gave the most 
damning vestimony against McDovald, aud yet 
Fitaroy and McDonald are the best of friends, 
nod have been seen, within a day or two, 
lu earnest consultation. On the stand, 
toon, men were ready always to charge 
Joyce, now & Penitentiary convict, with wrong, 
but admissions of relations with McDonald come 
pradgngiy. It may be all right, but it doesn’t 
ook so. The stolen millions are potevt. 

In the cases of McKee Maguire, the sitnua- 
tion is not less curious. Oue witness who, next 
to Joyce, must know most conceruing these 
men, is Concauvon, a clerk under Maguire as 
Collector. Now, Concannon is suddenly 
di-qualified from testifying. He has gone 
insane? Absurd rumors that be has — 
poi are in circulation, but the fact is that 
he is simply confined as a maniac—how mad be 
is no one can tell. His madness came upon him 
most Opportanely. Joyce, the man into whose 
bands every thread of the miserabie skein of in- 
iquity converged, is where he can testify agaimet 
to one, and Fitzroy, the one remuiniug m- 
timate of tbe ring-masters, is under indictment 
for perjury, a fact which must weaken the force 
of what he has to tell. Justice is terribly bandi-

A small delegation from Peoria appeared in 
the Federal Building yesterday, and proposed to 
enter into several recognizances rendered neces- 
sarp by indictments found by the last Grand 
Jury in the United States Court. The party of 
indicted consisted of Valentine Ulrich, James H. 
White, and Charles Block, aod they were accom- 

ied by HR. G. Ingersoll and Judge 8. P. 
terbaugh. a 

— H. White's case was called, coun- 
gel asked that the bail be reduced, and, after 
consultation, it was cut down to $1,000. Valen- 
tine Utrich and Leslie Robinson were then of- 
fered and accepted as sureties. The indicument 
against White alleges that he did. business as a 
rectifier without having paid the special tax pre- 
scribed by law. 

Charies Block, also of Peoria, entered into 
recognizances in the sum of $2.500, with Valen- 
tine Ulrich as surety. His offense, as 
charged in the indictment, was that Aus. 
5, being a seetifier, he emptied ten 
packages of spirits without effacing the 
stamps thereon ; also that on the same date he 
unlawfully had in bis possession a certain rev- 
enue stamp.

ALFRED WATERMAN, 


a former Gauger, was before the Court in the 
af ter noon, and entered into recoguizabces in the 
sum of $7,000, with Erastus Gary, Elbert H. Garv, 
and Jesse C. Wheaton as sureties. The indict- 
ment found in this case alleges that defendant, 
April 15, unlawfully and designedly permitted 
the Union Copper Distilling Company of Calu- 
met to remove 3,000 gallons of spirits from 
their distillery to some place other than their 
distiliery warehouse,—all this while he was on 
duty at said distillery as a Gauger. The second 
count recites the same facts, but allegos that tne 
act was done negligently. The third and fourth 
counts allege conspiracy as of Apiil 1 with Jo- 
def h Roelle and Anton Junker to remove 40, 000 
gallous without payment of tax, and with per- 
sons unknown to remove 20,000 gallons, aiso 
without payment of tax. 

In former issues of Tae Tarircwe two princi- 
pal methods of stealing from the Government 
have been shown somewhat at length, and the 
Average reader is probably pretty well aware by 
this time of the working of the India rubber 
package trick, and the method of getting out 
crooked spirits by stolen rectifler's stamps. 

ANOTHER METEOD 

much more generally practiced by distiliers of 
sinuous tendencies, may be shown in a few 
words. This latter is rather a petty mode, and 
does not bring in as much at a baul as either of 
the other two, but it compensates by being safer. 
The use of stolen stamps could only be carried 
on occasionally, oecause the books of stamps 
were not to be come at every day or with regu- 
larity, while the method to be described could go 
on without much fear of detection as long as a 
thievish Gauger could be found, and it does not 
clearly appear thas they were a very rare kind of 
bird. 

Barrels for whisky or highwines are generaliy 
made to bold something iike 40 actual gallous, or 
galions at proof. It is, of course, understood 
that when highwines or alcohol are measured 
the barrel may contain neaily twice that 
number of taxable galloas of liquor, 
because the tax of 70 cents is levied 
ou each gallon of spirits, which is 83 per cent 
purealcchol. It is clear then that if the propor- 
tion of alcchol is raised to 88, 90, or 92 per cent, 
then a gallon measure full of the latter would 
have to pay nearly the same tax as 2 gallons 
of spirits at proof, If this technicality be made 
clear, ic will be seen that the rectifier can ship 
80 gallons of liquor in a 42-gatlon barrel,—which 
fact may have seemed an auomaly. 

The custom of the distiller who was “in with” 
his Gaugers was to order his barrels of various 
sizes, but mainly of a capacity of somewhere 
near 45 gallons, with, of course, a plenty of 
40-gallon casks around the place. When the 
distiller was about to draw off some 
whisky, pe, of course, had to bave, or 
should have bad. a Gauger present. A common 
practice was to procare the Gauger to go down 
to the Coliector’s office after the stamps, woich 
were made out as for 40 or 42 galion barrels. 
When the Gauger returned he put on the stamps to 
the filled barrels, which were often of the capac- 
itv of 45 gallons, aod the profit on each barrel 
was from $3.50 to $4.50, or an average of $400 
for each lot of 100 barrels. Of course this was 
all illegal and onlawiul on the part of the Gaug- 
er, who had to swear to a return specifying that 
— had gauged the barrels, which he haa not 

one. 

The beanty of this mild way of stealing was 
that it could only ve detected by a regauging, 
as it is impossible to detect a_ dif- 
ference of a few gallons ia barrois. 
it is known tbat thie system bas been practiced 
right aloug by some of the houses, and that they 
have made plenty of money at it. An ex- 
Gauger, who bas probably done the same thing 
hundreds of times, told a reporter that he nad 
reported the fact of this steal, with all dates and 
figures, several times to an officer who was vot 
indicted at the last session of the Grand Jury. 
The aggregate profits of this simple method 
have been enormous. 

THE LOST STAMIS. 

In regard to the loss of the six books of recti- 
fiers’ stamps commented on yesterday, it was in- 
tended to be ciearly set forth that it did not oc- 
eur under Gen. Webster's admiuistration of the 
Collector's office, but, to fix the date 
more definitely, it may be said that 
the loss came to be known about 
the time of the first seizures in Chicago. Ihe 
writer could not learn under whose administra- 
thon of the office the stamps left Washungton, but 
was led toinfer from inquiries that it was dur- 
ing the time of Mr. Irwin's service in the office. 
It would then seem that it might have been 
possible, that the six books were lost either 
while Irwin was Collector, or while Hoyt was 
ad ve or after Mr. Wadsworth bad assumed 
control. 

The statement of the amount lost by the un- 
lawful use of the books might have been more 
clearly expressed if it had been stated that each 
stamp might bave been ased to let out 42 to 45 
gailons of highwines, equal to perhaps 80 tax- 
able gallons of spirits. 

IT APPEARS FROM ALL THE EVIDENCE 
to be had that the Government witoesses, while 
they have been willing to tell what they knew, 
have been really knowing to only asmail fraction 
each of what was going on. This has resulted 
from what has been before related as to the 
character of the steals in Chicago. No one man 
bas been able to be at the bottom of matiers 
in more than one, two, or perhaps 
three, distilleries or rectifying houses, and, 
conse queutly, while many witnesses have been 
examined, there bas been a complete failure to 
prove such a connection as has been hinted at. 
THAT GRAND JURY. 

Much laughter has been excited by the news- 
paper assertion that another Grand Jury is to be 
called, to have it on band, like a bailiff or jani- 
tor, Incase it was wanted. The assertion that 
Judge Drummond or Judge Biodgett would call 
® Grand Jury. unless the need thereot was to 
be presented by the Government oificers, or that 
either of those gentiemen would cali a body of 
men together just for the sake of having them 
around. as if they were a piece of furniture, 
eavors of idiocy.

First Day's Proceedings of the Texas Pa- 
cific Gathering at St. Louis. 


Permanent Organization Effected, 
with Stanley Mathews as 


President. 


An Extraordinary Number of er- Oonfed- 
erate Generals Present. 


The Day Marked by an Episode Evoking Much 
Enthusiasm.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Nov. 23.—The Soutbera Pacific 


Railway Convention was inaugurated quite suc- 
cessfully this morning, and the meagre pro- 
ceedings which were had to-day promise more 
harniony than has been expécted from the 
heterogeneous mass of people who constitute 
this body. The Convention, however, has not 
got down to the real business for the considera- 
tion of which it has been assembled, and it is 
quite likely that there will be more display of 
DISCORD TO-MORROW 
than is now expected. There are some very 
strong elements of discord in the Convention, and, 
if fanned into action, they will make harmonious 
procedure out of the question. The delegates 
from the Southern Gulf States are manifestly 
quite jealous of the claims and pretensions of 
the points in the West and Southwest which are 
seeking to be made the terminal points of the 
road, and will promptly resist any movement 
which encroaches upon the claims or right of 
their particular section. They will strongly com- 
bat any effort of St. Louis to make this the ter- 
minus. 
THE ESSENTIAL GENIUS. 

Tom Scott is here, and is the moving spirit of 
the Convention. There is no disguising the fact 
that the enterprise from first to last is Tom 
Scott’s. At the banquet given to the delegates 
to-night he made quite a lengthy speech, in 
which be expressed perfect confidence in the 
favorable action of Congress, if the proceedings 
and the Convention are harmonious. 

A PLEASANT EPISODE. 

There hes been no movement since the War 
which has called together so many illustrious 
leaders of the late ae as this Railway 
Coavention, and mary unus scenes have oc- 
curred, showing to wnat degree flaterual feeling 
has been restored between the two sections.

CONFISCATION OF BANK CHECKS. 

Wertifying a bank check does not mean as mach as 
the National Bank of the Republic of New York 
thought it did. The mistake cost it $4,193.75, as 
other bankers m ght fall iato the same it is 
worth while to explain the case. A shopkeeper 
m New York gave «8 customer, smong 
other change for a $10 bil, & genu- 
we check for $24 on the Security Bank of New 
Tork. Tuis was raised to $1,222.76; with whieh fraud. 
alent figures it was certified by the Security Buusk, The 
check then passed on its travels into the bands of tue 
Bank of tue R. ublie, who paid it, aud olle ted the 

umount from the Security Bunk. through the Clesring- 
House. Upon receiving the check, the S. earn. Bini 
fliscovered the fraud, and sud the Bank of the R. 
public to recover the excess over $24 which did been 
paid. The lower courts held that the Security Bank 
wae estopped from prosecuting such 3 claim 
from the fact that its own negligenm was 
the cause of its loss. Judge Robinson, of 
the New York Court of Common Pleas, has now re- 

‘versed the former decisiou, and holds that although 
the Security Bank certified the check after it hid been 
rajeed, it is entitled to recover from the Bank of the 
Repu lie. The certification of the Cashier, the Court 
held, «imply certifies to the genuineness of the signa 
ture, and the fact that there are funda evough to the 
drawer’s credit to pay the check, It carries with it no 
guaranteé of the géutiineness of the check fn other 
particulars, It is not ikely that this is the end of the 
Btigution. It will do doubt be carried up to the high- 
ust court, and its ultimate fate will be awaftted with 
considerable interest. The latter decisiom hardly 
seems good sen e to the lay mind, though it my eaai- 
ly, for all that, be good law, 

THE TWO-CENT CH¥CK-STAMP TAX.

8 reform that has been delayed too bong not to be en- 
Souraged now. At amecting of the officers of the 
Brooklyn savings barks last week, it war rosolved that 
his dovtags teeth ut to be required by law to pay 
no higher rate of interest than their earnings permit- 
ted, and that in the present condition of business 5 
per cent was all that ought to be pad. A committee 
of five was appointed to confer with the savings-bank 
Officers of New York, and to unite all the banks in an 
agreement to reduce the presemt rate of 6 per 
cent to 6 per, cent after the let of July 
next. This isa step which has long been argued upon 
the savings banks by those who recognized the dangers 
of their present policy of paying high interest. In 
tie meeting spoken of, the high price of Government 
bonds and the scarcity of good mortgages were the 
main reasons urged why 6 per cent could no longer be 
safely paid. But it ts no secret to those who watch 


te eavings banks closely that they have been dabbling 


ig much loss secure investments. Commercial paper, 
municipal bonds, and railroad stocks and bonds have 
all been resorted to for proite large enough to leave 6 
or 7 per cent for the depositors, after the expenses of 
the Bank and the salaries of the officers had 
been paid, Heavy lomes are inevitably incurred 
in thie way. The present rate of interest was evident. 
ly too much years ago. It is impossible to maintain it 
now, when the rates of commercial loans, of loans on 
mortgages, the profits of ali kinds of business, are de- 
_ CPeasing. From the National Ban's of Chicago to the 
joint-stock banks of London there is a movement to 
reduce the interest on deposits. These institutions 
pay but 3 or 4 per cent.. The causes that depress their 
power to pay set still more powerfully on saviugs 
banks, They are, in addition, more than any of these 
others. fiduciary in their character, and ought never to 
take any riska, Indeed, it may be questioned whether 
they can afford to pay more tian 4 per cent. It is to 
be hoped that the New York banks will carry through 
the change, and that they will be followed by 
the savings banks in other States.

HOG PRODUCTS—Were moderately active and ir- 
regular, but averaged easier, though generally quoted 
firm. The trading was chiefly in pork and lard for 
future delivery. Tne market opened weak. Those 
who had been nervous on the preceding day about the 
year shortage were mostly filled up, giving s leesened 
demand, and the ratuer sharp advance of Monday

An Ingenious Scheme to Sell It 
to a Certain Clique. 


Mr. Douglas Is Ready to Pay $800,- 
000 when Asked for It. 


He Wants No Riparian Rights, and Does 
Not Believe the City Has Any. 


+ Mr, Hoyne Takes a Oontrary View, and 


Wants the Injunction to Stand. 


Mr. Laflin Thinks the Railroads Offer All the 


Land ts Worth. 


. The action of the Common Council Monday 
evening m regard to the sale of the Lake-Frout 
was the general topic of conversation ia railway 
circles yesterday. There was not the least 
doubt expressed that Mr. Douglas’ interview, 
published in Suoday’s Tarrsunz, was entirely 
correct. Mr. Douglas’ reputation for honesty 
and veracity stands so high that he would be 
sooner believed on his simple word than some 
Aldermen when they are under oath. It was 
the general opinion that the article in question 
hurt the Aldermen so badly just because it as- 


serted the truth and spoiled their hitle 
game. It is stated ow good suthority 
that it was the intention to sell 


the Lake-Front toaclique of ringsters,in ca- 
hoot with the Aldermen, for much lese thau Mr. 
Douglas offered for it. They thought, ani ri ght- 


ly, that, under the resolution passed a week ago 
last Monday, the railroad companies would make 
no bid, and then the bid of the clique would be 
This 


accepted, being the only one received. 
clique, or company, or association, as they were 


to have been styied, would then have offered the 


property to the railroad companies for the $800,- 


000 they bad bid for it. and the difference be- 


tween the original purchase-money and this sum 
would have gone into their pockets. No wonder, 
therefore, that these Aldermen were excited woen 


they saw that Mr. Douglass had resewed bis 


bid with the statement that he would pay this 


amount to thé people of Chicago only, and not 


to a clique or ring. A Tann reporter called

yesterday afternoon to learu bow the assan!t of 
the Aldermen had affected him. He was in good 
epicite, but regretied having received so much 
newspaper notoriety. He does not wish to be 
drawn into controversies of aoy kind. He stated, 
however, that he sti!l adhered to bis assertion 
that $800,000 had been offered for the property 


on several occasions, and if the Comptroller

As Mr. Douglas was 
rather réluctant to make a lengthy statement, 
not wishing to become the bone of coutention 
again, the reporter called upon several promi- 
nent railroad attorneys to ascertain what ripa- 
nan rigifs the city bad. They were all usanui- 
mous that the city bad none at all, and that 
Hiidreth’s claim that thess rights were 
worth $15.000,000 was all bameome and only 
made to throv sand io the people's eyes 
80 that they rhould not see the real matters at 
iesue. That part of tae Lake- Front owned by the 
cisy nowheies Lronted the lake. It was bounded 
throughout its entire length from Randolph 
strect to Park Row by the Illinois Central right 
of way, which had been granted to the Company 
by an act of Copgress ir 1859. All that could be 
filled iu between Randolph and Madison had al- 
ready been filled in, and was occupied by the 
Railroad Company with tracks under that act. 
Outside of these tracks wasthe new Goverpn- 
ment breakwater or outside harbor, to which 
neither the city nor the Railroad Company could 
possibly scquire a right or title. It could there-

While the Aldermen are so indignant about

The Proposed Colossal Statue to Be 
Erected on an Ielend in New 
York Harbor. 


Speeches by Minister Washburne, II 
Laboulaye and Martin, and 
Col. Forney. 


London times. 5 
Paris, Nov. 7.— Last night a banquet. at which 


pearly 200 persons were present, organized by 
the Committee pf tbe Franco-American Union, 
was beld at the Hotel da Louvre. The Franco- 
American Union proposes to erect the moss 
colossal statue ever koown, to perpetuate the 
part taken by France in the War of Independ- 
ence, and to mark the friendsbip which unites 
the two peoples. The first Committee appointed 
to make arrangements for the Philadeiphia Ex- 
bibition bad finished its work when, under the 
auspices of M. Lato lave, who, with De Tocque- 
ville, is reckoned one of ths great French au- 
thorities on American questions, aod M. Bar- 
tholdi, an Aslatian sculptor of great merit, who 
carved the lion of Belfort, the public were in- 
formed of the propovition to erect this 

FRANOCO-AMERICAN STATUE, ., 
as it were, on the frontier of the New and Old 
Worlds, confronting the three great cities of 
New York, Brooklyn. aud New Jersey [Jersey 
City], overlooking the ocean, and at nigut 
spreading from its lunundus bead and giganiic 
aims long rays of light as beacons to the vessels 
on the Atlantic. After this first notice was pub- 
lished, an International Committee was organ- 
ized, among whose members are M. Labou'aye, 
President; Mr. Washbarne, United States Min- 
ieter at Paris, honorary member; MM. de Lafay- 
ette, de Tocqueville. de Remusat, Coruelis de 
Witt, Ba:tholdi, and others. This Committee 
managed yerterday’s banquet. Among the 
guests were Deputies of various political shades 
—MM. Fiotard, Savary, Jules Simon, Martei, 
Warnier, Admiral Founchon, Leon Say. De Meaux, 
De Rochambead. Dietz-Mooin, Martin, with 
Gen. d’Absac ana Vicomte d'Harcourt, represent- 
ing the Marshal; also MM. Edmond About, 
Emile de Girardin, Alexandre Dumas, Arsene 
Houseaye, Dr. Ricord, Leon Renault, Offenbach. 
Pernn (Director of the Theatre Francaise). aod 
Halenzier (Director of the Opera). Amoug the 
American guests were Gen, Schenck, Gen. Sick- 
les, Gen. Emeigon, and Col. Ferney.

commenced st half-past 6, Mr. Wasbburne being 
opposite M. Laboulaye at the bigh table, ou 
which was a model of the proposed statue. At 
the end of the large and splendid dining-room 
of the hotel was a transparency iepresenting 
the arms of the proposed statue issuinz from 
the waves of the sea. These ums, moreover, 
played a great figuiative pal t. for they were also 
to be fouud on tue in hauou cards and oa the 
meuu. 

The dinner was quickly disposed of, and the 
hour of toasts arrived, relatively speaking, with 
sapidity, for at 10 o'clock M. Henri Martio drank 
to the health of the Premdentof the United 
States, and at the same time telegtams were sent 
to Gen. Grant and Marshal MacMabon, convey- 
ing to the two Presideuts the ex;ression of the 
feelwgs “which aoimmated the gathering. Mr. 
Wasbburve, whose speech I Seidl ode, answered 
in Eagiish in the midet of avplauee, for which 
those who understood him gave the signal to 
those who did not, thereby making av audience 
uuauimous in ite warm ap; robacion of the sym- 
pathelle Minister of the United States. 

M. LABOULAYE 
replied to Mr. Washburne, as President of the 
Franco-American Committee and Chairman of 
the banquet. For the greater portion of the pub- 
lic, composed of Frenchmen, M. Laboulaye’s 
speech was the event of the evening. He is known 
as one of the best speakers in kae Assembly. 
He naturally sketched, in wo: ds of:en charming, 
often unpleasant, the bistory of French ioter- 
vention in the War of TIodependence. He de- 
pieted Lafayette when only 19 bringing to Amer- 
tea the herp of bis enthusiasm, bis youth, and 
bis courage. M. Laboulaye sbowed him strug- 
ghog, even in America, againet a thousand obsta- 
cles, coming back to France to take away with 
him the brave and perbaps bheadstrovg young 
noblesee. He told of Fianklin consenung in his 
dechning years to cross the Atlantic to serve his 
country. — Frans lia, who would soon have put 
the Freuch Government in his pocket. He rap- 
idly esecched the war, the successes and the 
honors of the French army m America. He in- 
terepersed all this with anecdotes, wuich, if not 
altogether new, were retreshed by the way in 
which they were told. Io one word, be charmed 
hie hearers for more than half an hour by bis 
easy,—too easy, perhaps,—e egant, ciear, and 
incisive style of speaking. Said M Laboulaye: 

We wish to erecta statue the most colossal ever 
raised, which will rise above that immense plain which 
covers New York, with its milion of inhabitants, 
Brooklyn, which has 400,000, and Jersey, which reck- 
ons as many. There it will be reallym its place. I 
bave seen the coicssal statue of Bavaria thrust into 2 
corner Outside the gates of their Ca:ital, and I often 
asked myself what the statue was doing there if not fo 
call to mind that Bavaria is but the shadow of herself. 
[Laughter.] The Colossus of Rhodes saw little vessels 
pase between iis legs; but, compared with our statue, 
the Colossus of Ruodes ia but a clock ormament, 
{Laughter.] The statue which we would cast is not 
made of cannon taken on the field of battle. Bach of 
its limbs bas not cost a thousand men’s lives, and bas 
not caused countless widows apd orphans to shed 
tears. It will be cast in virgin metal. [Laughter and 
app-suse.} 

M. HENRI MARTIN, 
in proposing The Healty of the President of 
the United states,” euiogized Geb. Gravt, with 
bis endurance both of good and 1 fortune, as 
an excellent example of the solid qualities of 
the American Republic, and asa proof of the 
possibility in moderv times of foundicg a great 
society on the principies uf justice and liberty.

Why 
these consignees do io fact not protest is shown 
best by their oven bill, viz.: $5 brokerage aud 
commission to get a picture worth 70 cents 
through the Custom-House. So, in that 
line, nothing: could be done. But 
I rejoice te, de able to ioform you 
that the German Governomeot has dove some- 
tomg, pameiy,-—appointed au agent to protect 
the vackages az\d parcels sent by mail from Ger- 
many here from overtaxation acd robberies, 
to which the receiver would have to submit if

Funeral Ceremonies Will Be Held at the 
Senate Chamber on Friday. 


Order of Procession from the Capi- 
tol to the Depot. 


The Remains Will Have a Large Military 
Escort Through Baltimore, 


And Will Lie in State at Independence Hall, 
Philadelphia, on Saturday.

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 23.—The remains of 
the Vice-President will on Thursday morning be 
laid ia state in the rotunda of the Capitol, from 
which place they will be removed at haif-past 10 
on Friday morning to the Senate Chanfber, at- 
tended by the Committee of Arrangements and 
the following pall-bearers: Senators Edmunds 
of Vermont, Sherman of Ohio, Bayard of Dela- 
ware, Whyte of Maryland, Representatives 
Biaine of Maine, Miles of Texas, Wara of New 
York, and Kasson of Iewa. The prayer will be 
offered by Rev, Dr. Sunderland, present Chap- 
lain of the Senate, and a discourse will be deliv- 
ered by the Rev. Rankin, who is pastorof the 
church which Mr. Wilson attended. 

THE FUNEBAL CORTESE 

will be accomvanied by a military escort, consist- 
ing of the uniformed militia of the District and 
of the Marine Corps, headed by the Marine Band, 
the whole under command of Brevet Maj.-Gen. 
W. H. Emory, and followed by the President of 
the Un:ted States, Judges of the Supreme Court, 
and heads of departments, the diplomatic corps, 
and other high officials.
